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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous 
Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 07/26/2005 has been entered. 

Prior art cited 

2. Although the prior art discloses several claimed limitation, for example: 
Hamazaki Toshiharu (JP 1 1-184678) discloses a pattern generator capable of 
generating random test pattern streams with a high detection rate, which can not 
be achieved by a conventional pattern detector, without requiring any high-level 
programming knowledge while effectively utilizing a conventional device without 
damaging conventional functions by additionally providing the conventional 
pattern generator with a random number generation module (high-speed 
programmable pattern generator). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-6, 8, 10-20 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Independent claims 1,10 and 12 contain allowable subject matter. None of the 
prior art of record shows or fairly suggests the claimed invention. 

Regarding claim 1: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 1 is the inclusion of the method 
steps of generating a random number indicative of period of time. It is these 
features found in the claim, as they are claimed in the combination, that has not 
been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record which makes this claim 
allowable over the prior art. 
Claims 2-6 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 1. 

Regarding claim 10: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 1 0 is the inclusion of the test 
method memory IC including Flash ROM, SRAM and SDRAM. It is these 
features found in the claim, as they are claimed in the combination, that has not 
been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record which makes this claim 
allowable over the prior art. 

Claims 8, 11, 13 and 14 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 10. 

Regarding claim 12: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 12 is the inclusion of the test 
method of memory tester including DMAC. It is these features found in the claim, 
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as they are claimed in the combination, that has not been found, taught or 
suggested by the prior art of record which makes this claim allowable over the 
prior art. 

Claims 16-20 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 12.
